SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires persons convicted of a first or second DUI
offense who are issued a restricted driver license to obtain a DUI license plate.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase State Revenues - $54,000 Recurring
Increase State Expenditures - $48,000 Recurring

$5,300 One-Time
Assumptions:

e Approximately 1,540 persons will qualify to receive a DUI
license plate.

e An increase in state revenues from the collection of license
plate registration fees.

e An increase in state expenditures for one position and related
operational expenses including the manufacture of the license
plates.

e A one-time increase in state expenditures for computer system
changes and start-up costs.
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
